CONDUCT OF THE CREW COMMENDED. 


The Story of a Second Cabin Passenger 


—What the Skipper ol a Trawler 


Saw—The Sole Lady Survivor 


Again Interviewed. 


LONDON, Feb. 1.—When questioned 
as to the conduct of the crew after the 
collision, all the survivors of the Elbe 
agreed that the officers and seamen 
were very cool and self-possessed. 


Eugene Schlcgel, u second cabin pas- 


senger on the Elbe, would not be in- 
orviewed Wednesday night, but last 
evening he gave this account of his ex- 
perience: 


"When I was awakened by the crash 


'. jumped from my berth and found my- 
self knee deep in water. It took me 
en minutes to find my sister 
When 


;he women and children were ordered 
;o the starboard e>ide of the boat I led 
my sister across 
The women were 


crowded together near the rail, bhriek- 
ng and crying1. The crew seemed to 
be working with perfect discipline. I 
saw one boat filled with passengers 
and thought it cleared the ship. I left 
my sister to go back to the port side, 
and I did not see her again.' 


The rest of Mr. Schlefrel's story does 


not differ from the accbunts given by 
;he other passengers "It was a terri- 
ble rush for life," he said of the strug- 
;le for places in the boat which was 
picked up by the Wild Flower. 


The surviving officers of the Elbe de- 


nounce the fog story of the Crathie's 
oificers as pure invention. The En- 
glish pilot, Greenham, said1 


'It is a black lie 
There was no fog 


[t was quite clear, and the lights of 
several smacks were visible four or hve 
miles off." 


The Elbe seamen made similar state- 


ments. 


Skipper Shovling, of the Yarmouth 


trawler Flora, which returned to port 
yesterday afternoon, says that at 6 
o'clock Wednesday morning he was 
near the place where the collision oc- 
curred, lie saw rockets fired from a 
large steamship, and noticed that 
its lights and those of a small 
steamship ward close together He 
thought at the time that there was a 
collision, but as the Flora's (fear was 
down IIP could not approach the ves- 
sels. The signals ceased in & few mo- 
minutes. At daybreak he saw in the 
distance a steamship flying signals of 
distress and making rapidly for the 
Dutch coast. lie thinks she must have 
been the Crathie. 


Miss Buecker has been interviewed 


a dozen times, despite the nervous re- 
action following her experience. She 
speaks English fluently, and does not 
tire of telling her story to the English 
reporters. 
She says she is an orphan, 


20 years of age; had been visiting rela- 
tives in Bremen, and was returning 
via Southampton to Portsmouth, where 
she earns her living as a lady's com- 
panion. 


As the trip was BO short I did not 


undress, but lay down in my berth 
with my clothes on. I was sleeping 
lightly when the crash came. Some- 
body was at my door almost immedi- 
ately calling to me that 1 must get 
ready to leave the shfp. I put on my 
hat and jacket, took my watch and 
money in my belt, and joined the other 
cabin passengers who were rushing for 
the deck. I could see that the ship 
was sinking. 


' A lifeboat was near me, and was 


being jr-'t ready, and two men who had 
helped me in the crowd put me in it. 
As soon as the boat reached the water 
it began to fill. I did not notice any 
waves washing over,' and I believe the 
water came from the plug hole in the 
bottom, but do not know. As the boat 
sank the other persons in it grasped 
the side of the ship, which had set- 
tled almost to a level with the water. 
They clambered up to the deck, but I 
could only cling to the Elbe's rail. 


"After two or three minutes an- 


other lifeboat was launched. I worked 
my way along the side of the ship and 
grasped one of the oars. A sailor 
pulled me In with great difficulty and 
laid me in the bottom of the boat. I 
had been in the water about ten min- 
utes and was almost paralyzed. I did 
not see anybody else in the water and 
the roaring of the wind and waves pre- 
vented my hearing the criea of the 
perishing. 
"As I was flat in the bottom of the 


boat I could not see the Elbe go down, 
but the men in. the boat told me when 
the end came. The wares swept over 
the gunwhale of the boat continually, 
so that the men could not stop bailing 
for a moment There was no rest for 
them from the time we left the ship 
until we boarded the Wild Flower." 


TO REORGANIZE 'THE 
ARMY. 


A Substitute Hill Reported from the Com- 


mittee on Military. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 
1.—Mr. Outh- 


vvaite, of Ohio, vesterday reported to 
,he house the bill, prepared by the 
lommittee on military affairs, for the 
reorganization of the army. 
The 


measure is based upon recommenda- 
tions made by Secretary Lament in his 
.ast annual report, but does not fol- 
ow strictly the line of the recom- 
mendations. It proposes to increase 
the enlisted force to 80,000, and to re- 
organize the cavalry, artillery and in- 
fantry. 


The increase of the cost under the 


reorganization is estimated at about 
81,195,900 yearly—over$800,000 of which 
will be on account of the additional 
enlisted men and noncommissioned of- 
ficers and the better pay of some of the 
atter. The bill is reported as a substi- 
tute for a number of bills looking to 
;he increase of the army, and will go 
x) the house as such.

DEATH TO HIGH HATS. 


Bill to Abolish the Universal The- 


atrical Nuisance. 


It Is Sent on Ita SHusion in the House »t 


Springfield by A. J. Jones of Cook 


County. 


SPBISGFIELD, III, Jan. 31. Alexander 


J. (Jones, one of the Cook County's Rep- 
resentatives, shot into the House to-day 
a bill on the question of hats. He is op- 
posed to the wearing of large hate in 
theaters and he is going to regulate by 
bill. The measure was referred to the 
unanimous approval of that august 
body. It will be sent on its way rejoic- 
ing in the House. Maybe it will get 
through and maybe it will not. 


The bill makes it a misdemeanor for 


any person occupying a seat in any place 
of amusement to obstruct the vision of 
any other patron of said place of amuse- 
ment by the wearing of any hat, bonnet, 
or other unsightly head covering after 
having been notified to remove the same. 
It requires the authorities of such places 
of amusement to secure the observance 
of the order and they have power to re- 
move any person who violates the pro- 
visions of the act. People who persist 
in wearing their hats after receiving 
due notification will be fined $25, as Ail! 
also managers of theaters, etc., who neg- 
lect to enforce the law. 


This is what Mr. Jones has to say 


about his famous measure: 


'•My bill will fill an aching void in the 


heart of every male lover of the play. It 
will save countless souls that go down 
to perdition annually, a victim to the 
first great temptation to profanity, be 
gotten by the Gainsborough hat that 
rises like a cloud and obscures forever 
the sacred opera in front of the vision 
of the X. M. C. A. young man. It is a 
great moral measure too, you see, and 
might well have been so entitled. Fur- 
ther than that, it is a temperance bill 
too—not a high license bill like those 
killed every session by my friend Bill 
Burke in the Committee on Licenses but 
a great 'tentative' measure as we used 
to say of Springer's tariff bill at Wash- 
ington.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


SAW FBANCISCO, Feb. 1.—The oflicials 


of the Southern Pacific Railroad Co. 
1rere notified yesterday morning- of 
the robbery of the west-bound over- 
land tra.n, So. 20, at 8.30 Wednesday 
niffht near Wilcox, Ariz. The h»fe 
was blown open with dynamite by sev- 
eral masked men and 810,000 in Mexi- 
can silver w»s taken. 


From 'lispatches received, it appears 


that five men were engaged in the 
robbery, four hiring been present at 
the place where the express car was 
looted, while the fifth is known to 
have beeu In company of the four 
when they were seen in and about 
Wilcox previous to the robbery. He 
wag probably not far away when that 
event occurred. 


The actual work of the robbery was 


done by two men who boarded the 
cars at Wileox and when two miles 
west of town suddenly appeared in the 
cab of th,- engine with drawn pUtols 
and compelled the engineer to stop the 
tram. While one of the robbers kept 
him covered, the other ordered the 
fireman aad brakemsn to cut the ex- 
press and mail cars loose from the rest 
of the train. The engineer was then 
ordered to pull the two detached cars 
on for two miles to a culvert, where 
two more of the bandit gang were 
lonnd ho) din* horses for the entire 
party. 


It was here that the safe was blown 


open, the men with horses having 
brought 
explosives. Six explosions 


were caus( d by the robbers before they 
felt satisfied with their work. As a re- 
sult the top and sides of the express 
car were thoroughly shattered and the 
express company's safe was blown to 
pieces. A great deal of money was 
scattered ubout and the express agent 
from Wilcox, who afterwards visited 
the scene, picked up about 700 Mexi- 
can dollars, which the robbers had not 
been able to collect. 


Besides tne 810,000 in Mexican money 


there was considerable coin on the 
train which had been sent to pay rail- 
road employes along the line. 


After the robbery the men mounted 


their horses, and rode in a southerly 
direction. 
Of the two who boarded 


the tram one is described as being five 
feet nine indues in height and of dark 
complexion the index finger of his 
right hand being missing. The other 
was light complexionod and about five 
fcet seven inches in height. 


It Is reported that Grant Wheeler 


known to be a desperate character, 
wasseen in Wiloox previous to the 
robbery, and that with him was a 
stranger, who purchased eleven pounds 
of giant powder and fifty feet of fuse 
besides twenty giant powder caps. 
He told the storekeeper that he was 
mining at DoCubas, and that he could 
not take any more, as he had come in 
on horseback. 


Grant Whi oler and the stranger are 


supposed to be the two men who 
brought the horses to the scene chosen 
lor the robliery. Another man was

Telephone company, whose headquarter 
are in Chicago, was in the city to-day ar 
ranging for a reduction of telophon 
rentals for the Central company 'phones 
and has ordered a reduction, beginning 
Feb. 1,1895, of 830 per annum from 
present rates ($48) for business servic 
and {24 per annum for residence service 
that is to say, within a radius of one 
half mile from central office the busi 
bees service will hereafter be $18 pe 
year, and over one-half mile and within 
a radius of one mile 930, an<? residence 
service within the half-mile limit will be 
812 a year, and within the mile limit $U 
a year. 


Superintendent Matlock also gives 


notice that the company will in the near 
future connect Decatur with distac' 
cities by long distance phones and wires 
and make many other improvements in 
its service which will greatly accommc- 
nate our people. 


This means a great deal to Decatur 


people, and the result to the company 
must be a large increase in the number 
of phones in use. The reduction on 400 
phones at an average of $25 each meads 
a difference to those who use them 
110,000 a year.
